silo. Kendall says you can add 150 
pounds of ground ear corn or 50 
pounds of molasses per ton. Since 
it's hard to get even distribution 
of preservatives in the stack or 
bunker type silo it is most import­ 
ant that rye be in the right stage 
of development 
before ensiling 
For highest quality rye silage, choy 
the crop as fine as possible, and 
pack it thoroughly.
